removed therefrom on disciplinary grounds will not be ad- 
mitted to this examination. 

Candidates who were previously wlthdarwn from the Indian 
Military Academy (fotmcrly Military Colicge/MiKtary Wing) 
on academic grounds or for lack of officer like qualities will 
not be admitted to this examination. 

Candidates w T ho were previously withdrawn from the N.C.C.

Candidates who were withdrawn from the N,C,C. and 
graduate courses on atadcmic grounds will, however, be eligible 
for admission to this examination. 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to Lhc eligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or suppressing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable oo a criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission for admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commission, 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission, 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to 
the examination may at the discretion of the Commission be 
limited to such number as Hie Commission may decide. If a 
limit is imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall select from 


among the applicants those who shall be admitted to the ex- 
amination and shall have icgavd in doing so to the suitability 
of the applicants for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy, 

15. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification. 

16. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix III. 
No claim for a refund of these fees will be entertained, 
except to the extent stated in the Appendix, nor can they be 
held in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates in ordei of their merit as disclosed oy the 
aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at the writLen 
examination. Th c candidates, who obtain qualifying marks 
in the written examination, shall appear before a Services 
Selection Board for Intelligence and Personality Tests. The 
maximum marks obtainable aL these tests arc 900. Candidates 
who obtain the minimum qualifying marks at the Services 
Selection Board Tests will be subjected Lo certain Physical 
Endurance Tests (details of which ate given in Appendix IV) 
carrying 200 marks; but no minimum qualifying marks are 
prescribed for these Tests. The candidates will then be 
placed in the final order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured by them in the written examination, the Ser- 
vices Selection Board Tests and in the Physical Endurance 
Tests. Thc final selection for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy will be made iti order of merit subject to medical 
fitness and suitability in all other respects and number of 
vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
and undergo thc tests thereat at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of or ax a result of any of the tests given to 
them at the Services Selection Board, whether due to the 
negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to this effec t on the form ap- 
pended to the application. In the case of candidates who are 
minors, the required certificate roust be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed, 

18. Candidates when called for interview by a Services 
Selection Board, Physical Endurance Tests, Medical Examina- 
tion or for subsequent training will be eligible for travelling 
allowance in accordance with the rules then in force. Candi- 
dates who have previously l>ecn before a Service Selection 
Board for Lhc same type of Commission are not entitled ft) 
travelling allowance when tailed up for Service Selection 
Board interviews, Physical Endurance Tests or Medical Ex- 
amination on subsequent occasions. 

19. Success at Lhc examination confers no right of admission 
to lhc Academy. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service Com- 
mission and thc appointing authority that he is suitable in 
all respects for admission Lo the Indian Military Academy. 

20. Before thc candidate loins the Indian Military Academy, 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled t«o claim any compensation or 
other relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may susLain in the course of or as a 
Tesu It of the training to he undergone by him at the 
Indian Military Academy,, whether due to the negli- 
gence of any person or otherwise; 

(b) his parent or guardian will br required to sign a 
bond Lo the effect that, if for any reason considered 
within his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw 
befote the completion of the course or fails to accept 
a commission, it offered, he will be liable to refund 
thc whole or such portion of the cost of tuition, 
food, clothing and pay and allowances received, as 
may be decided upon b> Government. 

21. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about Lwo years. Candidates will he enrolled 
under the Army Act as 'gentlemen cadets*. Gentlemen cadets 
will be dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes under 
thc rules and regulations of thc Indian Military Academy. 

22. While thc tost of training including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, hoarding and medical treatment, will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected in meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. Thc minimum expenses at 
the Indian Military Academy arc not likely to exceed Rs. 40 
per mensem. If a cadet’s parent or guardian is unable to meet 
wholly or partly even this expenditure, financial assistance 
mav be granted by the Government. No cadet whose parent 
or guardian has an income ot Rs 300 per mensem or above 
would be eligible for file grant of the financial assistance. 
The immovable property and other wsefij; a,nd income from 
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all somces aic also taken into account for detennining the 
eligibility foi financial assislance,

24. The following stholaiships aie tenable at the Indian 
Mil itaiy Academy. 

T PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARLHf AN Scholarship 
This scholarship is awatded to cadets from Mahaiashtm and 
KarnaLak. r ihe value of one sholarship is upto a maximum 
ol Rs. 1,000 pei annum foi the dura I ion of a cadet's stay at 
the Indian Military Academy subject to the cadet mating 
satisfactory pi ogress. The cadets who aie gran Led this scholar- 
ship will not be entitled to any other financial assistance from 
the Government 

2. COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MFMORIAL Scholarship- 
Tina scholaiship is oi the value of Rs, 360/- per annum and 
is granted to an eligible Mahaiatta cadet who should be son 
of an ex serviceman, lhe scholaiship is in addition to any 
financial assistance fiom the Government. 

25, An outht allowance at the rates and under Lhc general 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet belonging to 
the Indian Mihtaiy Academy will be placed at the disposal 
of the Commandant of the Academy. The unexpended 
portion of this allowance will be— 

(a) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a com- 

mission; oi 

(b) if he is not gran Led a commission, refunded to the 
State. 

On being granted a commission, ai tides of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal properly of the cadet. Such articles will howevei, be 
withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under training or 
who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The 
ai tides withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advantage 
of the State. 

26 No candidate will normally be permitted to resign whilst 
under naming, A civilian candidate wno is not considered 
suitable to complete the full coin sc of naming may with the 
permission of Lhc Aimv J leadquai ters be discharged. An Army 
candidate under these circumstances will be levelled to his 
Regiment or Corps. 

27. Commissions will be gianled only on successful com pic 
tion of training. The daLe of commission will be that follow- 
ing the date of successful completion of training.

28. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and oLlicr conditions 
of service, after the grant of Commission, will be identical 
with those applicable Itohi time to tunc to lcgulai olficers of 
the Army.

APPENDIX I 

Physical Standards for Admission to the Indian Military 
Academy 

To be passed fit for admission to the I idian Military 
Academy candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and ficc from any disability likely to interfere with the 
efficient performance of duty. 


2. It Will however be ensured that— 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 

development, serious malformation oi obesity. 

(b) theic is no maldevclopmeriL or impairment of iunction 
of the bones or joints, 

(c) there is no impediment of speech. 

(d) thcic is no malfoimation of the head, deformity from 
liactuie or depression of the bones of the skull, 

(e) Llieic is no impaued hearing, discharge from or disease 
of cither eai, unhealed perforation of the tympanic 
membranes oi signs of acute or chronic hUppurative 
otitis media or evidence of radical or modiliea radical 
mastoid operation. 

Note.— A soundJy healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without impanment 
of hearing should not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate 
lor the Army. 

(i) there is no disease of Lhc bones oi cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx. 

(g) there arc no enlaigcd glands in the neck and other 
paits of Lhc body and that the thyroid gland is 
noimaL 

N.B.— Scais of operations for the lemoval of tuberculous 
glands aie not a cause foi rejection provided that 
thcic has been no active disease within the preceding 
5 years and the chest is clinically and radiologically 
dear. 

(h) theie is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsils or 
gums oi disease or njuiy affecting lhe normal func- 
tion of cither mandibular joint. 

N.B — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsillitis, is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of the 
heart and blood vessels. 

Q) there is no evidence of pulmonary tubeiculosis or pre- 
vious histoiy of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs. 

(k) theic is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any ahnoimality of the liver and 

spleen. 

(l) there is no licinia or tendency thereto. 

(m) there is no hydiocele, or definite varicocele or any 
otlici disease oi defett oi the genital organs, 

N 15.— A candidate who has been operated for a hydrocele 
will be accepted if there aic no abnormalities of the 
cord and testicle and there is no evidence of filaiiasls. 

^ (n) theie is no fistula and/oi fissure of the anus or evid- 

' ence of haemorrhoids. 

(o) there is no disease of ihc kidneys. Cases showing 
albuminuria or glycosuria will not be accepted. 

(p) there is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 
liivial. Scars, which by theii extent or position cause 
or aie likely to cause disability or maiked disfigure- 
ment are a cause for rejection, 

(q) theic is no acLivc, latent or congenital venereal 
disease. 

(i) theie is no liistoiy or evidence of mental disease, Can- 
didates sLilfciing from epilepsy, incontinence of 
urine, oi enurosis will not be accepted. 

(s) there is no squint or moibid condition of the eye or 
of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation or 
recurrence. 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications, 

N.B.— Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly undeistood by the candidates 
that the decision whether an operation is desirable 
or necessary is one to be made by his private medical 
adviser. The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense in 
currcd. 

3, Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measurements, 

(a) Height— 

(i) The height of a candidate will be measured by making 
him stand against the standard with his feet together, 
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The weight should be thrown on the heels and not 
on the toes or outer sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, but- 
tocks and shoulders touching the standard; the chin 
will be depressed to bring the vertex of the head 
(eve l undei the Iioiizontal bar, and the height will be 
iccordcd in inches ami quaiter parts thcicof, 

(ii) The minimum acceptable height for a candidate is 
G2 inches except in the case of Gorkha, Nepalese, 
Assamese arid Gailiwaii candidates in whose case the 
heigh l in correlation table at (b) (i) below may be 
reduced by two inches. 

(b) Weight— 

(i) Weight will be taken wilh the candidate fully stiipped 
or with under-pants only. In according weight, ft ac- 
tion of a lb. will not be noted. A correlation table 
between age, height and average weight is given 
below for guidance.

In recording the measurements, fractions of less than half 
an inch should not be noted. 

4. Dental condition— 

It should be ensured tliat a sufficient number of natural and 
sound teeth are ptesent for efficient mastication. 

(a) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 dental points 

to be acceptable. In order to assess the dental condi- 
tion of an individual, points arc allotted as under for 
teeth in good apposition with corresponding teeth in 
the other jaw. 

(I) Cential incisor, lateral incisor, canine, 1st and 2nd 
pic-molar and undei -developed 3rd molar -1 point 
each. 

(ii) 1st and 2nd molar and fully developed 3rd molar— 
2 points each. 

When all 32 teeth arc present, there will be a total count 
of 22 points. 

(b) The following teeth in good funrtional apposition 
must be present in each jaw:— 

(l) Any 4 of the 6 antcriors, 

(ii) Any G of the 10 posteriors. 


(c) Candidates suffering from severe pyorrhorea will be 
rejected. Where the state of pyorrhoea is such that 
in the opinion of the dental officer it can be cured

(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in i elation to height and age. The correlation 
table Is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be applied 
universally. A 10 per cent, departure from the aver- 
age weight given in the table is to be considered as 
within normal limits. There may nevertheless be 
some individuals who according to the above stand- 
ard may be overweight but from the general build 
of the body are lit in every respect. The overweigh L 
in such cases may be due to heavy bones and mus- 
cular development and not to obesity. Similarly 
for those who aie underweight, the c^tctla should 
be the general build of the body and proportionate 
development rather than rigid adherante to the 
standards in the above tabic. 

(c) Chest.— The chest should be well-developed with a mini- 
mum langc of expansion of 2 inches. The candidate’s chest 
will be measured by making him stand erect with his feet 
together, and his arms raised over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that Its upper edge touches the 
inferior angles of the shouldei -blades behind, and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care will be 
taken that the shoulders arc not thrown upwards or backwards 
so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then be direct- 
ed to take a deep inspiration several times, and the maximum 
and minimum expansions ot the chest wall be carefully noted. 
The minimum and maximum will then be recorded in inches
